Sanger's Tales Of 
USSR Branded Lies| 
By By Former Chief 


Seen WRITER AND 
TEACHER SAYS FAMINE 
STORIES RIDICULOUS | 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6. 
—Richard H, Sanger’s anti+Soviet 
articles, now running in various 
Hearst papers, have been branded 
as "untrue, stupid and ridiculous” 
by Seéma Rynin, California teach- 
er and writer. Miss Rynin, for- 
mer city editor of the Moscow 
Daily News, gave the wealihy 
Sanger his first assignment when 
he worked on that paper. 

Miss Rynin declared in an inter- 
view: 

“The difficulties of 
harvest in. the Kuban, 
presume Sanger is 
though his dates are vague, came 
about as a result of efforts of 
rich Cossacks to cause a crop fail- 
ure to prove collectivization a fail- 
ure. Drought came along and 
caused a greater crop shortage 
than even the rich Cossacks had 
intended. It is untrue, stupid and 
ridiculous to say that the Soviet 
Government used starvation as 
an instrument of national policy.

“[T war in the Kuban myself in 
the Fail cf 1934 and had’ ample 
proof of the success of collec 


tivization in the very regions San- 
ger writes about. It is significant 
that in the Spring of that year 
ther€ had again been a drought 
in the Kuban. But this time the 
oil- had been well-prepared and 
the crop sown well. University 
students went out in the fields to 
dig irrigation ditches and water 
was turned on to the fields. The 
result was that in 1934 the Kuban 
harvest was. only slightly less 
than the bumper crop of 1933.” 

Miss Rynin, who has taught in 
high schools and colleges, spent 
two years on the staff of the Mos- 
cow Daily News. Now she is 
visiting in Washington where she 
is writing a book on her exper- 
iences in the Soviet Union.

A WORLD TO WIN, By Jack 
Conroy, Covici Friede, $2.50, 


348 pages. 

A fitting, successor to “Disin- 
herited,” more integrated and 
powerful, more definitely a novel. 
It is a story of two half-brothers 
and their families and close 
friends. Leo, the older brother, 


the working man, hardboiled and 


scornful of “his brother's intellec- 
tual leanings, and Robert, the son 


of a frustrated, romantic woman 
and the hobo father of Leo; both 
finally reach the solution of their 
problems and their place in so- 
ciety through entirely separate 
roads. Robert finds it more slow- 
ly, seeking escape repeatedly 
through isolation and dips into 
the pseudo art world of “Bohe 
mia,” and the tramp life of ‘Roose- 
velt’s Roosts.” Leo, finds it by the 
rough road of unemployment and 
the starvation and brutality met- 
ed out to his family and the dread 
ful death of his wife in child 
‘birth. The facts of working class 
and declassed bourgeois life are 
given in sharp, pungent details: 
strikes, unemployment demonstra- 
tions; activities in worker's cen- 
ters, life in the down-and-otters’ 
camps, “flivver flitting’ in search 
of work. These inake an immense 
canvass but are presented so clear- 
ly from the point of view of the 
several central characters that, 
except in a few instances, it does 
not become panoramic. 

The book is vital and gripping,

The book as a whole has 
a tremendous driving vifality, and 
when it is’ finished, the reasons 
for the final awakening of the two 
brothers to their place in society 
are so firmly established and so 
reasonable that the few . tedious 


‘parts are overlooked.

# What to Do 

This instance shows what must 
be done in order to vet service. 
The PWUU, and the other unem- 
ploved organizations should cen- 
tact a sympathetic doctor in each 
community. If a worker is refused 
service, or is given the ‘run-around’ 
in the clinics, he should be sent 
to this doctor who will examine 
him and write him a letfer stat- 
ing what his condition is and what 
service he needs: an operation, 
hospitalization, X-Ray examita- 
tions, ete. 

Then a committee is organized, 
and, armed with this letter, goes 
to the Social Worker, will 
usually back down. If not, the 
next step is the director of the 
county institution. If need be, 
the case should be taken to the 
board supervisors.
